SHORT COURSES GIVEN FOR 
WEED INSPECTORS 

The attention of farmers and oth- 
ers interested in weed control and er- 
adication is drawn to the fact that 
a short course specially designed for 
weed in rs will be offered at the 
University of Alberta-by the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
from February 25 to March 1. In- 
struction’ will be given during the 
course in the interpretation of The 
Noxious Weeds Act, in the identific- 
ation of weeds and on other subjects 
having direct bearing on ‘the ques- 
tion ci weed control. The candidat- 
es who satisfactorily pass an exam- 
ination at the termination of the 
course will be given a diploma by the 
Minister of Agriculture qualifying 
them as weed inspectors, and entit- 
ling them to recognition by those 
districts requiring such services. Ap- 
plications for attendance at this free 
course should be received at the of- 
fice of Field Crops Commissioner, 
W. J. Stephen, before February 22nd.

5 ~ Record 1928 


Reptrts of the yeur’s progress 
were listened to with much interest 
at the annual mesting of ‘the La- 
com: Hospital Association on Fri- 
day afternoon. Financial report 
showed a gross disbursement of 
$15,350.78; this including capital 
expenditure; the net cost of running 
the hospital ‘being $13,558;02. 

The hospital can accommodate 13 
patients at one time andthe net cost 
per patient, ‘per day, was $3.54 this 
year, as, compared with $3.51 last 
year.- 528 patients received care this |' 
year, making a total of 3828 hospital 
days...’ Patients iticluded 174 from 
villages, towns and cities; 2 from oth- 
er provinces of Canada and 1 from 
United States, Although ‘the hospi- 
tal-is well supplied in a surgical way, 
this year several new pieces of 
equipment ‘have been added among 
which are an up-to-date electrical 
sterilizer and a modern gas anaes- 
thetic machine, which add greatly to 
the convemience of the doctors and the 
comfort of the patients. The nurses 
home has also been re-decorated and 
the living room furnished in a very 
comfortable manner.

WHEAT POOL NEWS BULLETIN 

T. Cleveland of Delacour, who rais- 
ed over 50,000 bushels of wheat last 
year, has signed a Wheat Pool Con- 
tract. He will seed 4000 acres this 
year. 

When the 2c. per bushel farm stor- 
age payment came into efifect on Jan- 
uary 16th, the receipts at Alberta Pool 
elevators almost doubled for a con- 
siderable period. 200,000 bushels a 
day were received for some consid- 
erable time. 

Scores of meetings have been held 
by Alberta Wheat Poo! field service 
men throughout the Province. Ev- 
ery phase of the Pool movement is 
open for discussion at these meet- 
ings.

Audit Shows 


The annual matings of the Town 
of. Lacombe and the School Board of 
District No, 243 was held in the 
Town Hall on Friday evening, Jan. 


25th. Auditor’s report showed the 
finances of the Town to be in a good 
healthy condition. Beginning the 
year with a defcit of $4000.00, which 
was incurred in 1927 through connect- 
ing ‘he Town up with the main high- 
way, «nd though the ~expenditures 
throughout the year were exception- 
ally large, at the end of 1928, all 
all Bank accounts had been paid off 
and a very creditable surplus re- 
mains, 

Some $6000.00 was expended on 
Public works, which included consid- 
erable gravelling of the streets; the 
By-Laws of the .own were consolid- 
ated to date, at a cost of $500.00; 
$500.00 more was expended on a 
water works survey and an expert 
Assessor was brought ‘n to make an 
assessment on lands and buildings, 
this costing approximately $415.00 

A very encouraging report came 
from the Electric Light Department, 
showing the earnings over and above 
the expenditures to be $5000.00. The 
council at the annual meeting in Jan- 
uary reduced the cost of electric pow- 
er from 17c. to 16c. per kilowatt, to, 
the consumer. | 

The Health Department gave a 
eplendid report, with very little sick- 
ness during the year and the sanitary 
conditions of the town being in splen- 
did shape. Misny impovements were 
also made in the cemetery, adding 
greatly to its appearances. 

Mayor Jackson in his report of the 
various activities of the Town spoke 
especially concerning the gravelling of 
the streets and hoped the 1929 coun- 
cill would continue this work. Due 
attention would also need to be paid 


to the upkeep of the streets already | ‘'
